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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In lines 4 and 5 of Claim 1 ,the phrase "US Sport's Plane Category" has been added which creates a new issue 
needing additional searching and consideration. Claim 1 has also been amended to remove the limitation of a virtual flat cabin floor which 
changes the scope of the claim since a floor is no longer needed . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states generally that neither the IKARUS 
C42 or the Fronk reference teach an aircraft with a MTOW between 452.5 kg and 590kg and a cabin space large enough to receive a 
person on a stretcher. The Fronk reference is used to teach a motivation for providing a space that is large enough for a person on a 
stretcher, not to teach a lightweight aircraft. Additionally the claims as amended do not positively define a space within a cabin. It is unclear 
where the space is being defined in relation to the surrounding aircraft structure.
